Mario n v ille, Misso u ri, in the early 
p art o f Wed n esd ay n ight o f Decem­ 
ber 3 0 . Lt. No bles’ p lan e was o n e 
o f six that had go n e o n 
a 
cro ss­ 
co u n try flight fro m Majo rs Field at 
Green v ille, 
Tex as, 
where 
Warren 
was an in stru cto r. 
The n earest reliable 
in fo rmatio n 
o btain able is that the six p lan es had 
go n e as far as Sp rin gfield , Mo ., an d 
had started back thro u gh Tu lsa, Ok ­ 
laho ma, bu t weather rep o rts tu rn ed 
them back to ward s Sp rin gfield , an d 
a heav y fo g cau ght them.

iel, o f Lo n gv iew, Tex as, an d Dwight 
E. Kro esch, o f Kan sas. 
Lt. Dan iel 
was fro m Majo rs Field an d was 
in 
an o ther p lan e o n the trip . He was 
also Warren ’s ro o mmate at Green ­ 
v ille. 
Dan iel said the No bles p lan e 
was missed fro m the fo rmatio n im­ 
med iately an d that they all circled 
an d called till the weather o rd ers at 
Sp rin gfield called them in . He 
said 
the p lan e stru ck the gro u n d abo u t 
7 :0 0 o ’clo ck , which that far n o rth, 
an d with fo ggy weather, was d ark . 
In co min g to the gro u n d , it stru ck 
o n a farm, clo se to a water tan k , 
an d a p o st crashed o n e win g as the 
p lan e was p erhap s go in g at a great 
sp eed .
